T u esd a y -W e d n e sd a y T h u ­ 
rsday starting the week of 
June 9. 
The two sides had not 
gotten together from April 4 
until 
last 
Tuesday 
and 
Wednesday when they met 
under the auspices of the 
F ed era l 
M ediation 
and 
Conciliation Service in Wa­ 
shington. 
“ In the interest of getting 
things going and as a good 
will 
gesture,” 
said 
John 
Thom pson, the executive 
d irec to r 
of 
the 
N FL 
Management Council, “ the 
owners have agreed to pick 
up these costs from June I to 
July 15.” This “gesture” will 
cost the ow ners alm o st 
$60,000. 
The ow ners’ agreement to 
start paying the health in­ 


su ra n c e p re m iu m s again 
will at least stop the two 
sides from hassling each 
other on that point. 
The owners had stopped 
paying 
the 
p rem iu m s 
because they said the con­ 
tra c t 
had 
expired. 
The 
players insisted the owners 
had previously agreed to pay 
the premiums until the start 
of the 1974 season and in­ 
sisted they were reneging on 
the agreement. 


The players had gone out 
and gotten their own in­ 
surance which was costing 
about $30 per player per 
month and the NFL owners 
will now pick up those 
premiums for six weeks. 
In the meetings this week, 
Ed Garvey, the executive 
d irecto r of the N FLPA , 
L eonard 
L indquist, 
the 
group’s labor counsel, and 
three players—Bill Curry, 
Kermit Alexander and Tom 
Keating — represented the 
players.

labor 
counsel Ted Kheel, general 
counsel Sargent Karch and 
Wellington Mara, the owner 
of the New York Giants, 
represented the owners. 
The two sides can ’t begin 


talking next week because 
the owners are meeting in

York, 
Tuesday- 
WednesdayThursday 
and 
the player representatives 
are meeting in Chicago at 
the end of the week. 
The two sides have been so 
far apart that they haven t 
even agreed whether or not 
the owners made counter­ 
demands after the players 
presented their initial set of 
57 demands on April 4. They 
added 33 more demands in a 
letter on May 16. The players 
insist the ow ners didn t 
respond but virtually walked 
out of the April 4 meeting. 


No Response

When the two sides signed 
a four-year contract in 1970, 
Kansas City was permitted 
to open cam p for a week to 
practice for the College All- 
Star gam e. The players then 


left cam p but an agreement 
was reached shortly after. 
This year there’s a real 
likelihood the NFLPA won’t 
permit the Dolphins to play 
the All-Star gam e without a 
contract.

“T h e re ’s a funny thing on 
v e n tu re s ,” e x p la in s D a v id ­ 
son. 
“If you take a busy man 
and ask him to do something, 
it usually gets done.

We felt we 
could accom plish m ore on a 
hectic schedule.” 
T h ere is even a television 
co n tract with an independent 
sy n d ic a to r wh i c h h as big 
a u to m o b ile an d in s u ra n c e 
sponsors alread y lined up.

I told him it was 
already clean.” 
At 26, Kiner no longer 
sports long hair and a droopy 
mustache. He cleaned up his 
act and was attending the 
Oilers’ orientation camp. He 
said h e ’s b etter w ithout 
drugs.
